Edmonton 
LRT line gets 
$ 250 M boost 


Public-private.

Edmonton’s LRT line to Mill 
Woods is one step closer to 
becoming a reality with $250 
million in federal funding an¬ 
nounced Thursday. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said the federal investment 
is huge for the city and for 
realizing the dream of an LRT 
line. 

“This is an exciting day 
for the city of Edmonton,” 
he said. “This is a dream that 


many of our councillors have 
had for a number of years. It 
will make such a difference 
to our city to begin to link up 
and build what our city coun¬ 
cil has envisioned this city 
can be.” 

Federal ministers were 
on hand to announce the in¬ 
vestment through the Public 
Private Partnership Canada 
fund. The fund is set up spe¬ 
cifically for public-private 
partnerships, or P3s, where a 
private company builds and 
operates infrastructure. 

Rona Ambrose, Edmonton 
MP and minister of public 
works and government servi¬ 
ces, said the federal govern¬ 
ment is making the invest¬ 
ment because it believes in 
the city. 

“This is the largest invest¬ 
ment that our government 
has made in a P3 to date,” she 


said. “It shows a confidence 
in the city of Edmonton.” 

Ambrose said the project 
would help Edmontonians 
spend more time at home 
and less time commuting. 

“This means getting home 
from work that much earlier 
to sit down with your kids for 
dinner.” 

The project would take the 
LRT from Mill Woods straight 
into Churchill Square and 
open in 2018 or 2019, de¬ 
pending on construction 
schedules. 

The total cost of the pro¬ 
ject is $1.8 billion. With the 
federal commitment, $1.05 
billion is currently commit¬ 
ted. 

A planned future expan¬ 
sion of the project would 
take the trains from Church¬ 
ill Square to West Edmonton 
Mall.

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Edmonton still missing funds for LRT project 


While city officials were all 
smiles Thursday afternoon at 
the announcement of $250 
million for the southeast LRT 
project, there is still a big 
portion of funding yet to be 
found. 

Currently the city has com¬ 
mitted $800 million for the 
project, and with the federal 
government’s commitment 
$1.05 billion is in place, but 
that still leaves $750 million 


in money to be found. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment has not made any com¬ 
mitment so far, but Transpor¬ 
tation Minister Ric Mclver 
was on hand at Thursday’s 
announcement and indicated 
the government supports 
LRT. 

“Premier Redford and your 
Alberta government also sup¬ 
port the value of the LRT as a 
way for Albertans in a modern 


Alberta to get around,” he said. 

The province has money 
remaining in its $2-billion 
GreenTrip program, but Mc¬ 
lver said he doesn’t know 
when the province might ac¬ 
cept new applications. 

“We don’t know and 
haven’t decided when the 
second round of applications 
might go,” he said. 

Despite the missing funds, 
Mayor Stephen Mandel said he 


is sure the project will be built. 

“I am absolutely sure we 
are going to build this,” he 
said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi, a ma¬ 
jor backer of the line, echoed 
the mayor’s comments. 

“I have no cause for con¬ 
cern at all that this project 
will not be built. This project 
is ready to go and this project 
will be built,” he said.

Spring on hold as 
snow blankets city

The first day of spring is 
March 20, but it doesn’t 
seem like the seasons are 
changing in Edmonton. 

Snow started falling ear¬ 
ly Thursday, and Breakfast 
Television weather special¬ 
ist Michele McDougall said 
residents should expect 15 
centimetres by Friday even¬ 
ing. 

Such a heavy snowfall 
means a parking ban on resi¬ 
dential bus routes will take 
effect Friday at 7 a.m. until 
further notice so crews can 
plow from curb to curb. 

“We’re going to have to 
handle it like it was still 
January,” said roadway 
maintenance director Bob 
Dunford. “It’s not some¬ 
thing that you can say, ‘Oh, 


it’s going to warm up and go 
away.’ We’re going to have 
to handle it the same way 
we would in the dead of 
winter.” 

And dress like it too, as 
temperatures will be in the 
-20 C range (with windchill) 
into next week. 

“We’ve also got an arctic 


blast,” said McDougall. “We 
are going to be about 10 
degrees below the seasonal 
average for the next week 
and a little bit.” 

Winter precipitation is 
normal in March and April 
though, McDougall added. 

“Nobody likes to see it, 
but it’s not all that rare.”

Tentative agreement 


Rep: Deal reached 
for Alta, teachers 

Officials have planned 
a news conference for 
Friday where it’s expected 
the province and Alberta 
Teachers’ Association 
will announce they have 
reached a tentative deal 
on a contract for 35,000 
educators. 

But officials from both 
sides of a long-standing 
cat-and-mouse game to 
hammer out a deal declined 
to comment late Thursday. 

Calgaiy Public Teach¬ 
ers’ Association president 
Frank Bruselcer, however, 
confirmed the Friday event 
and said he’d been called to 
an emergency meeting Sat¬ 
urday where he expected 
to be advised by provincial 
ATA executives to accept 
the terms. “My understand¬ 
ing is a proposal was made 
and it’s going to be recom¬ 
mended,” he said. 

The tentative agree¬ 
ment comes on the heels 
of particularly tense times 
between the ATA and prov¬ 
incial Education Minister 
Jeff Johnson, who had been 
openly exploring legislat¬ 
ing a deal after more than 
two years of negotiations 
in an effort to “protect the 
classroom.” 

The ATA’s turned down 
a deal late last month that 
would have seen salaries 
frozen for three years and 
a two per cent hike in the 
fourth year. Edmonton 
Public Schools board chair 
Sarah Hoffman said they 
had yet to see any of the 
details of the proposed ar¬ 
rangement. 

“We will know more 
details, hopefully tomor¬ 
row. We will hopefully be 
brought into the loop about 
what the minister and the 
ATA have agreed upon.”

Thursday while also reveal¬ 
ing its labour costs had 
jumped significantly. 

Across the system, AHS 
spent $54.99 per hour 
worked in the first three 
quarters of its 2012-13 fiscal 
year, up 8.3 per cent from 
the same period last year, a 
report says. 

Board chair Stephen 
Lockwood said AHS has 
“begun many administra¬ 
tive cost-reduction meas¬ 
ures” that will save $35 


million over the next three 
years. 

“We know the direction 
we need to take and there is 
no reason to wait until we 
get our budget finalized,” 
Lockwood said, noting the 
board will approve a full 
budget in early April. 

Wildrose health critic 
Heather Forsyth said AHS 
should have trimmed ad¬ 
ministrative spending years 
ago, as there are “layers of 
fat in the system.” 


The province plans to 
boost AHS’s current budget 
of $12.7 billion by three per 
cent in 2013-14, which is 
less than the previously an¬ 
ticipated 4.5 per cent. 

Asked if that will mean 
layoffs, Lockwood said, “I 
don’t expect the overall 
numbers of frontline work¬ 
ers to change very much.” 

Layoffs were mentioned 
in a letter to health-care 
staff from AHS CEO Dr. 
Chris Eagle and obtained by 


Metro, but in the context of 
reorganizing, rather than 
losing, staff. 

The email reads, “A lay¬ 
off is often the first step in 
a process under our collect¬ 
ive agreements to redeploy 
staff.” 

It later adds: “Many of 
the staff changes ahead 
can be addressed through 
vacancy management, re¬ 
deployment and scheduling 
changes.”

Alberta’s justice minister is 
demanding an apology from 
the Opposition Wildrose for 
distributing tongue-in-cheek 
coupons informing wannabe 
scofflaws that their first 
crime is on the house. 

“It’s childish and I think 
that whoever did them needs 
to apologize,” Jonathan 
Denis said on Thursday. “It’s 
a patent abuse of taxpayer 
dollars.” 

The full-colour coupons 
feature a fake bar code 
beside pictures of a dour 
Premier Alison Redford and 
a smiling Denis. “Enjoy one 
free crime!” shouts the head¬ 
line. “Vandalize! Shoplift! 
This one’s on us! The holder 
of this coupon is entitled to 
one free minor crime with¬ 
out prosecution!” 

Wildrose justice critic 
Shayne Saslciw said the 
coupons are a lighthearted 
attempt to draw attention 
to a serious policy change 
in the Justice Department 
that was announced in last 
week’s budget. 

First-time petty-crime 
offenders — such as vandals 
and shoplifters — are to be 
redirected to alternative- 
measures programs to 
rehabilitate them and free 
up court resources to pursue 
more serious offenders. 

Saslciw has labelled it the 
Toiy “hug-a-thug” program.

Province 
withdraws support for 
online voting initiative 


Collecting history 


In the wake of Edmonton’s de¬ 
cision not to go ahead with on¬ 
line voting in the fall campaign, 
the provincial government has 
withdrawn its support for the 
idea as well. 

Strathcona County, which 
initially partnered with Edmon¬ 
ton for online voting, was set 
to vote earlier this week on in¬ 
cluding it in its election.

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Fired zookeeper 
wants his job back 


Calgary. Staffer 
recounts being bitten, 
dragged after gorillas 
escaped into kitchen 


Fired for leaving unlatched a 
door that allowed gorillas to en¬ 
ter an off-limits kitchen area, a 
former keeper with the Calgaiy 
Zoo says he plans to appeal to 
get his job back. 

Garth Irvine had been in 
his role at the zoo for nearly 25 
years, but last Friday morning 
he encountered a situation un¬ 
like any before. 

Irvine entered a staff kitchen 
area next to the gorilla enclos¬ 
ure to find three female apes in¬ 
side. He claims he moved quick¬ 
ly to usher them out of the area 
but in the process startled a 
roughly 455-pound silverbaclc 
named Kakinga. 

“He charged ... he pinned 



me down, he gave me a small 
bite, he flipped me over and 
dragged me about six feet and 
then he ran away,” Irvine told 
Metro in an exclusive interview. 

Irvine then managed to 
radio for help. He estimates the 
situation was resolved in less 
than seven minutes. 

But the zoo announced this 
week it was firing Irvine, who 
had also previously taken re¬ 
sponsibility for leaving a knife 


inside the enclosure in 2009 
that was then picked up by a 
gorilla. A photo of the primate 
holding the knife near a fellow 
enclosure mate garnered inter¬ 
national headlines, but a report 
later cleared the zoo of any 
wrongdoing. 

Then, in 2010, Irvine also 
took the blame for an inci¬ 
dent that saw two giant snakes 
slither down an uncovered 
drain. The pair were missing 
for nearly 24 hours. 

Still, Irvine told Metro 
Thursday that in an environ¬ 
ment with so many moving 
parts, mishaps are bound to 
happen. “I would say absolutely 
eveiyone does make mistakes.” 

And that’s why Irvine said 
he is planning to kick-start an 
appeal process. 

Irvine said he’s also explor¬ 
ing other opportunities, includ¬ 
ing a possible career as a public 
speaker.

Canada out of UN’s top 10 
most-developed countries 


Canada has slipped out of the 
top 10 countries listed in the 
annual United Nations human- 
development index — a far 
ciy from the 1990s, when it 
held first place for most of the 
decade. 

The 2013 report, which 
reviews a countiy’s perform¬ 
ance in health, education and 
income, places Canada in 11th 
place versus 10th last year. 

A closer look shows Can¬ 
ada actually did better than 
last year, but other countries 
such as Japan and Australia im¬ 


proved at a greater rate. 

When the numbers are ad¬ 
justed for gender inequality, 
Canada slumps to 18th place. 
The U.S. fares even worse — 
sinking from third to 42nd. 

But the main finding of 
the report, entitled The Rise 
of the South, is positive. It says 
countries that had previously 
struggled with poverty and in¬ 
equality are now on a steady 
developmental climb. 

Even those at the bottom of 
the list, Niger and the Demo¬ 
cratic Republic of Congo, are 



among those who showed the 
greatest improvement.

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Pope Francis 
puts humility 
on display 


First day. The new 

Pope eschews the 
ceremonial trappings 
of his predecessor 


Pope Francis put his humility 
on display during his first day 
as pontiff on Thursday, stop¬ 
ping by his hotel to pick up 
his luggage and pay the bill 
himself in a decidedly differ¬ 
ent style of papacy than his 
tradition-minded predecessor, 
who tended to stay ensconced 
in the frescoed halls of the 
Vatican. 

The break from Benedict 
XVTs pontificate was evident 
even in Francis’s wardrobe 
choices: He kept the simple 
iron pectoral cross of his days 
as bishop and eschewed the 
red cape that Benedict wore 
when he was presented to 
the world for the first time in 


2005 — choosing instead the 
simple white cassock of the 
papacy. 

And in his first mass as 
pope, Francis showed how dif¬ 
ferent he would be as a pastor, 
giving an off-the-cuff homily 
about the need to walk with 
God, build up His church and 
confess — at one point re¬ 
ferring to children building 
sandcastles on the beach. 

It was a far simpler mes¬ 
sage than the dense, three- 
page discourse Benedict deliv¬ 
ered in Latin during his first 
mass as pope in 2005. 

The difference in style was 
a sign of Francis’s belief that 
the Catholic Church needs to 
be at one with the people it 
serves and not impose its mes¬ 
sage on a society that often 
doesn’t want to hear it, Fran¬ 
cis’s authorized biographer, 
Sergio Rubin, said in an inter¬ 
view on Thursday.

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Physicists close to 
proving existence 
of ‘God particle’ 


Building block of 
universe. Discovery 
would be contender 
for Nobel Prize 


The search is all but over for 
a subatomic particle that is 
considered a crucial building 
block of the universe. 

Physicists said Thursday 
they believe they have dis¬ 
covered the subatomic par¬ 
ticle predicted nearly a half- 
centuiy ago, which will go a 
long way toward explaining 
what gives all matter in the 
universe size and shape. 

The elusive particle, called 
a Higgs boson, was predicted 
in 1964 to help fill in our 
understanding of the creation 
of the universe, which many 
theorize occurred in a mas¬ 



sive explosion known as the 
Big Bang. The particle was 
named for Peter Higgs, one of 
the physicists who proposed 
its existence, but it later be¬ 
came popularly known as the 


“God particle.” 

The discoveiy would be 
a strong contender for the 
Nobel Prize. Last July, scien¬ 
tists at the European Organ¬ 
ization for Nuclear Research, 
or CERN, announced finding 
a particle they described as 
Higgs-lilce, but they stopped 
short of saying conclusively 
that it was the same particle 
or was some version of it. 

Scientists have now fin¬ 
ished going through the en¬ 
tire set of data. 

“The preliminaiy results 
with the full 2012 data set are 
magnificent and to me it is 
clear that we are dealing with 
a Higgs boson, though we still 
have a long way to go to know 
what kind of Higgs boson it 
is,” said Joe Incandela, a physi¬ 
cist who heads one of the two 
main teams at CERN.

Digging through family rec¬ 
ords and talking to grandpa 
are good sources for start¬ 
ing a family tree. But to go 
a little farther back — say 
100,000 years — everything 
you want to know is already 
inside of you. 

Well, it’s in your mito¬ 
chondrial DNA (mtDNA), 
to be more precise, and 
researchers at Lakehead 
University’s Paleo-DNA 
laboratory in Thunder 
Bay, Ont., can use it 
to trace lineage way, 
way back. 

“We deal with 
deep ancestry here,” 
explained Stephen 
Fratpietro, the lab’s 
technical manager. 

“Basically your 
mitochondrial DNA 
can date back anywhere 
from 10,000 years ago 
to 120,000 years ago ... so 
you can find out things like 
if you came right from Africa 
or somewhere in Europe. 

“We’re talking about hun¬ 
dreds of generations.” 


Because mtDNA is only 
passed down on the mother’s 
side, Fratpietro explained it 
is perfect for DNA detectives 
like him to use for research. 

By analyzing the muta¬ 
tions in mtDNA taken from 
a simple swab of the inside 
of the cheek, researchers can 
determine exactly how new 
or how old your genetics are, 
where in the world they 
come from and who 
you’re related 
too. 

“People 
often 


know where their genetics 
came from,” said Fratpietro. 

“If you’re tiying to fig¬ 
ure out if you’re related to 
a long lost relative, like a 
fifth cousin twice removed 
or something, you can try to 
establish a common mater¬ 
nal lineage through geneal¬ 
ogy using 


DNA, and confirm whether 
you’re actually related or 
not.”

• A haplogroup is a category that is used to group 
similar mtDNA profiles.

• Haplogroups are classified in capital letters and 
can have subgroups which are denoted with num¬ 
bers. For example Li, L2, L 3 .

What the Paleo-DNA Laboratory 
discovered 

Subject two belongs to haplogroup J and subject three 
belongs to J2. This means they share a maternal ances¬ 
tor somewhere in the veiy distant past. Haplogroup 
J theoretically first appeared in the Near East about 
50,000 years ago. 

Sykes named the originator of this mitochondrial 
(mt) DNA haplogroup Jasmine. Haplogroup J derives 
from the haplogroup JT, which also gave rise to Haplo¬ 
group T. Haplogroup J is associated with the Neolithic 
expansion, the first use of agriculture, into Europe ap¬ 
proximately 12,000 to 10,000 years ago. 

Groups of hunter-gatherers and subsistence fisher¬ 
men had been occupying much of Eurasia for tens of 
thousands of years when a group of modern humans liv¬ 
ing in the Fertile Crescent (present-day eastern Turkey 
and northern Syria) began domesticating the plants, 
nuts and seeds they had been foraging about 10,000 


years ago, the report adds. 

Haplogroup J’s most recent common ancestor likely 
made their homeland around the Levant, a coastal 
region in what is now Lebanon. The highest frequency 
of the haplogroup is found in Arabia where around 
25 per cent of the Bedouin and Yemeni belong to this 
haplogroup. 

The J1 subclade accounts for almost 70 per cent of 
the total J population. The J1 subclade occurs through¬ 
out the European continent including Britain. The J2 
subclade is 10,000 years older than subclade Jl. The J2 
subclade is more localized along the Mediterranean and 
especially the Balkan Peninsula. J2 population are ac¬ 
tually quite diverse and range from the Mansi and other 
Ob River populations in Western Siberia (10 per cent of 
the J2 population) to populations of Northern Iran (five 
per cent of the J2 population), adds the report. 


What the Paleo-DNA Laboratory discovered 

Subject one belongs to haplogroup U3. Haplogroup U hypo¬ 
thetically first appeared about 55,000 to 60,000 years ago. 
Biyan Sykes, author of The Seven Daughters of Eve named 
the originator of this mitochondrial (mt) DNA haplogroup Ur¬ 
sula. Haplogroup U descended from Haplogroup R, which lived 
just after a second migration wave out of Africa, says the report. 
Haplogroup U has an extremely broad geographic distribution 
that ranges from Europe and North Africa to India and Central 
Asia due to numerous subsequent migrations. Although some 
members of haplogroup U migrated north into Scandinavia and 
others moved south into North Africa, most haplogroup U mem¬ 
bers stem from a group that moved northward out of the Near 
East, crossing the rugged Caucasus Mountains in southern Russia 
and moving on to the steppes of the Black Sea, then west to the 
present-day Baltic States and western Eurasia. 


Subject 2’s reaction 

“Since I’m adopted, I really had no expectations about 
what would be discovered, but I certainly did not 
expect to have any common ancestiy with another 
person taking part in this stoiy! I found it incredible 
how far back they were able to look. It was surprising 
to me that I have Arabian ancestiy. I’d definitely not 
have guessed that.” 

Subject 3’s reaction 

It’s a bit of a surprise that those with my genetic makeup 
are found primarily in the Middle East, specifically in 
Arabia where around 25 per cent of the Bedouin and 
Yemeni population belong to my genetic group. 
Although Pakistan, where I was born, isn’t that far off 
geographically speaking, it means somewhere down the 
line my ancestors migrated to South Asia. I wouldn’t 
blame them. We got the best mangoes.

“Reading the results, I was veiy surprised to see that the 
maj ority of my DNA was not comprised as much from Asia as 
I initially thought.

March 21. Federal budget 
will hold line on restraint 


Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
will deliver the federal budget 
on March 21, a plan that is ex¬ 
pected to be an exercise in re¬ 
straint as the minister remains 
focused on his goal of balancing 
the books by 2015. 

Coming at a time of anemic 
economic growth, the budget is 
likely to stay the course of fiscal 
restraint, without any goodies. 

But Flaherty downplayed 
the slower-than-expected eco¬ 
nomic growth Thursday as he 
announced the budget date. 
“It’s an interim concern, it’s 
not a long-term concern in 
terms of real GDP growth and, 
as you know, our target is to 
balance the budget in 2015,” 
the minister said. “We remain 
on target and I look forward to 
answering many more ques¬ 
tions next Thursday after the 
budget.” 

Real GDP grew at an annual¬ 
ized rate of just 0.6 per cent in 
the fourth quarter of 2012, sug¬ 
gesting the economy stalled in 


the second half of last year. 

During a meeting with 
private-sector economists last 
week, Flaherty was told to ex¬ 
pect real GDP growth of 1.5 per 
cent to 1.8 per cent in 2013. 

That compared with the 
two per cent Ottawa forecast in 
its November update and the 
2.4 per cent projection in last 
spring’s budget. 

To make up for the short¬ 
falls in government revenue 
because of the lower growth, 
the minister has suggested 
he may need to trim spend¬ 
ing and close tax loopholes. 
Flaherty has said he will not 
raise taxes or cut transfers to 
provinces. 

Benjamin Tal, deputy chief 
economist of CIBC World Mar¬ 
kets, said the goal of balancing 
the budget by 2015 is ambi¬ 
tious, but strong economic 
growth in 2014 would go a long 
way to helping the government 
hit its target.

Samsung’s new 
flagship phone 
turns up heat 


Smartphone wars. 

Galaxy S4 boasts larger 
screen and new ways 
to interact with device 


Samsung Electronics is ratch¬ 
eting up its rivalry with Apple 
with its new Galaxy S4 smart¬ 
phone, which has a larger, 
sharper screen than its pre¬ 
decessor, the bestselling S III. 

Samsung trumpeted the 
much-anticipated phone’s ar¬ 
rival Thursday at an event in 
New York City accompanied by 
a live orchestra while an audi¬ 
ence of thousands watched the 
theatrics unfold on a four-level 
stage. Summoning up a touch 
of Broadway, Samsung em¬ 
ployed 17 actors to demonstrate 
the new phone’s features in a 
series of scripted vignettes. 

The Galaxy S4, which crams 
a five-inch screen into a body 
slightly smaller than the S Ill’s, 
will go sale in the U.S. sometime 
between the end of April and 


the end of June. 

All told, Samsung plans to 
offer the Galaxy S4 through 327 
carriers in 155 countries, giving 
it a wider reach than Apple’s 
iPhone 5. 

Samsung didn’t say what 
the phone will cost. JK Shin, 
the executive in charge of Sam¬ 
sung’s mobile communications 
division, promised the money 
would be well spent for a “life 
companion” that will “improve 
the way most people live eveiy 
day.” 

That bold promise set the 
tone for the kind of flashy pres¬ 
entation associated with the 
showmanship of Apple, the 
company that Samsung has 
been trying to upstage. Apple 
contends Samsung has been try¬ 
ing to do it by stealing its ideas 
— an allegation that has trig¬ 
gered bitter courtroom battles 
around the world. 

In the last two years, Sam¬ 
sung has emerged as Apple’s 
main competitor in the high- 
end smartphone market.

Observatory makes galactic find 

Stars found to 
be older than 
once thought 

The world’s most powerful 
telescope (pictured at left) 
unveiled this week has already 
made its first discovery: 
Galaxies as bright as 40 trillion 
suns. The stars, seen by the 
Atacama Large Millimeter/ 
submillimeter Array (ALMA) in 
Chile, started some 12.7 
billion years ago when the 
universe was only one billion 
years old. 

Experts already knowthat 
starbursts — bright periods of 
fa st sta r creati o n — we re 
more common in the early 
universe than today. But these 
groundbreaking images 
taken at an altitude of 5,000 
metres on the remote 
Chajnantor Plateau in the 
Chilean Andes reveal that 
stellar birth occurred a full 
billion years earlier in the 
universe than previously 
thought. 
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This montage combines data from ALMA with images from the NASA/ESA Hubble Space Telescope, for five distant galaxies. The ALMA images, represented in 
red, show the distant background galaxies, being distorted by the gravitational lens effect produced by the galaxies in the foreground, depicted in the Hubble 
data in blue. The background galaxies appear warped into rings of light known as Einstein rings, which encircle the foreground galaxies, alma

How to make $2 million in 
one day: Step 1: Create a be¬ 
loved TV series, called Ver¬ 
onica Mars, starring Kristen 
Bell as a sassy teen detective. 
Step 2: End the show in 
its prime, leaving fans 
craving a movie version. 
Step 3: Wait eight years 
and put your movie idea on 
Kickstarter, the crowdfund¬ 
ing website, offering fans 
prizes for donating cash, 
used to complete said film. 
Step 4: Watch as the money 
rolls in — in less than 24 
hours. 

At press time, Bell and 
Mars creator Rob Thomas 
raised more than $2.5 mil¬ 
lion, with money still com¬ 
ing. The film is a go, and 
shoots this summer. 

“Holy cow, what a day,” 
Thomas wrote his fans. “As 
of 4 a.m. CT, we’re just over 
$2.5 million. We couldn’t be 
happier. We really couldn’t. 
My wife says I’m insufferable, 
but she said that four days 
ago in anticipation of a day 
like today.” 

The campaign, launched 
Wednesday, broke records. 
It was the fastest Kickstarter 
project to raise $1 million, 
much less $2 million. It’s the

first studio-backed project to 
raise this much money (Warn¬ 
er Brothers owns the show). 
“Kristen and I met with the 
Warner Bros, brass, and they 
agreed to allow us to take this 
shot,” Thomas wrote on the 
Kickstarter page. “They were 


extremely cool about it, as a 
matter of fact. Their reaction 
was, if you can show there’s 
enough fan interest to war¬ 
rant a movie, we’re on board. 
So this is it.” 

Donations ranged from 
$10 (for a PDF of the script) to 
$10,000 (for a speaking role). 

Besides a Mars movie, the 
success also has wide impli¬ 
cations for Hollywood. Fans 
can now demand entertain¬ 
ment, and fund it, and stu¬ 
dios may be more willing 
to let creators have control. 
What’s next? A proper Dead- 
wood finale? A Freaks and 
Geeks reunion? A Firefly 
Christmas special? 


Plans to remake the 1981 cult 
horror film Evil Dead may have 
brought some initial skepti¬ 
cism, but with the original film¬ 
makers behind the scenes and 
a fresh-faced director and cast 
to inject youthful enthusiasm, 
the South by Southwest festival 
crowd welcomed the reboot 
with open arms. 

Sam Raimi, who directed 
the original, and Bruce Camp¬ 
bell, who starred in it, pro¬ 
duced the new Evil Dead. Fede 
Alvarez, a Uruguayan directing 
his first feature-length film, 
oversaw a small cast. 

The film reimagines the 
plot of the first Evil Dead but re¬ 
placed the original five college 
students on vacation with five 
high school friends reuniting 
to help one of them kick a drug 
addiction. When they find the 
Book of the Dead in their cabin, 
a demon emerges to possess 
the students one by one until 
only one remains.

Jennifer Gamer tries not to 
look at reviews of the outfits 
she wears because, inevitably, 
someone isn’t going to like it.

Tough times? Go zombie 


Undead trend. Pop 
culture academic says 
in periods of upheaval, 
we turn to brain eaters 
to help express 
our dissatisfaction 


Zombies seem to be eveiy- 
where these days. 

In the popular TV series 
The Walking Dead, humans 
struggle to escape from a pack 


of zombies hungiy for flesh. 
Prank alerts have warned of a 
zombie apocalypse on radio sta¬ 
tions in a handful of American 
states. And across the countiy, 
zombie wannabes in tattered 
clothes occasionally fill local 
parks, gurgling moans of the 
undead. 

Are these just unhealthy 
obsessions with death and de¬ 
cay? To Clemson University 
professor Sarah Lauro, the 
phenomenon isn’t harmful 
or a random fad, but part of a 
historical trend that mirrors a 


level of cultural dissatisfaction 
and economic upheaval. 

Lauro, who teaches English 
at Clemson, studied zombies 
while working on her doc¬ 
toral degree at the University 
of California at Davis. Lauro 
said she keeps track of zombie 
movies, television shows and 
video games, but her research 
focuses primarily on the con¬ 
cept of the “zombie walk,” a 
mass gathering of people who, 
dressed in the clothes and 
makeup of the undead, stagger 
about and dance. 


The zombie mob originated 
in 2003 in Toronto, Lauro said, 
and popularity escalated dra¬ 
matically in the United States 
in 2005, alongside a rise in 
dissatisfaction with the war in 
Iraq. 

“It was a way that the popu¬ 
lation was getting to exercise 
that they felt like they hadn’t 
been listened to by the Bush ad¬ 
ministration,” Lauro said. 

“Nobody really wanted that 
war, and yet we were going to 
war anyway.” 

The mid to late 2000s also 



saw an uptick in overall zombie 
popularity, perhaps prompted 
in part by the release of post- 
apocalyptic movies including 
Dawn of the Dead and 28 Days 
Later. 

As of last year, Lauro said, 
zombie walks had been docu¬ 


mented in 20 countries. The lar¬ 
gest gathering drew more than 
4,000 participants at the New 
Jersey Zombie Walk in Asbuiy 
Park, N.J., in October 2010, ac¬ 
cording to Guinness World Re¬ 
cords.

She had no previous experi¬ 
ence wielding weapons or

“What stuck with me with 
Ygritte was how phenomenal¬ 
ly independent and fierce she 
is and she’s a strong, deter¬ 
mined young lady in control 
with every situation. 

“So I felt (Ygritte). Of 
course, you step it up once 
you do become the character 
... but it wasn’t difficult step¬ 
ping into that role, where she 
is so dominant and power¬ 
ful and she knows what she 
wants.” 


Ygritte emerged as one 
of the most compelling new 
characters of the show’s 
second season, introduced 
when she is captured by Jon 
Snow and other members of 
the Night’s Watch. 

She’s unflinchingly ready 
for death, but when Jon Snow 
doesn’t have the stomach to 
kill her, she plots how to turn 
the tables, bides her time, 
and eventually does go from 
captive to captor. 


Brace yourself 


Leslie was mostly tight- 
lipped about the third sea¬ 
son (premiering March 31 
on HBO Canada) but here’s 
a hint or two on what to 
expect. 


• Ygritte is briefly seen in 
an official trailer sporting 
a bow and arrow and in 
a blink-and-you'U-miss-it 
peek at a sex scene. 


• “We see the show's 
beloved characters get 
tested and pushed to 
the extreme and I think 
viewers are going to be 
pleasantly surprised, but 
ultimately shocked as 
well," Leslie says. 


Leslie appreciated how 
multi-dimensional the char¬ 
acter is and enjoyed how her 
Ygritte develops an unlikely 
relationship with Jon Snow. 

“She has a flip side ... she 
doesn’t take herself too ser¬ 
iously and she can be playful 
and bounce that off her ruth¬ 
lessness,” says Leslie. 

“But dominantly she is a 
killer, she is brutal and has 
been brought up in these 
harsh surroundings and 
therefore is harsh and brutal 
herself.”

Snoop Lion won’t fire back 
at critics who say his backing 
of the Rastafari movement 
is simply another gimmick 
from one of hip hop’s sawi- 
est self-marketers. But Snoop 
Dogg will. 

Reggae pioneer Bunny 
Wailer is the most notable 
skeptic. Wailer bestowed the 
Lion name on Snoop, but has 
since repeatedly questioned 
the 41-year-old rapper’s in¬ 
tentions and commitment to 
Rasta ideology. 

Asked to respond, Snoop’s 
face registered a flash of 
malice followed by a devilish 
smile: “If I was Snoop Dogg: 
‘(Expletive) Bunny Wailer.’ 


But I’m Snoop Lion right 
now, so I’m chilling,” he said. 

He is using the name to 
release a reggae- and dance- 
hall-focused album, Reincar¬ 
nated. Produced by Major 
Lazer — which includes 
DJ-producer Diplo — it fea¬ 
tures guests ranging from 


Chris Brown and Drake to 
Jamaica’s Mr. Vegas and Ma- 
vado. 

While promoting an ac¬ 
companying documentary 
that tracks his trip to Ja¬ 
maica and exploration of 
Rasta culture, Snoop makes 
it clear that his Lion persona 


is less a drastic transforma¬ 
tion than part of ongoing 
personal growth. 

With his film in limited 
release this week and his 
album due out April 23, the 
performer talked about his 
identity issues, his effort to 
stay positive and religion.

What’s your 
take on his criticism? 

I’ve done nothing but what I 
said I was going to do: go to 
Jamaica, make a great record, 
intertwine with some people, 
build on some relationships 
and come back and bring 
something back to the com¬ 
munity. 

What has been religion’s 
place in your life up until now

Dennis Hopper — actor, dir¬ 
ector, artist and husband to 
Michelle Phillips for eight 
days — died in 2010 having 
never put his turbulent life 
down on paper. Enter Tom 
Folsom. The documentarian 
and writer of the bestseller 
The Mad Ones: Crazy Joe 
Giallo and the Revolution at 
the Edge of the Underworld 
turns to another stranger- 
than-fiction life.

him finish his memoirs. 
He’d been trying to do his 
book for 30 years and he 
just never got anything on 
the page. I write a lot about 
gangsters and American 
outlaws, and Dennis’ story 
to me had that outlaw qual¬ 
ity to it. 

Did you get to meet him 
before his death? 

No, I didn’t. I was able to 
have a great heart-to-heart 
conversation with Peter 
Fonda for three hours over 
tequila at the Beverly Wil- 


shire. He was really quite 
honest about him. They 
were these two kids, he was 
the star of Roger Corman 
motorcycle movies and Hop¬ 
per was this out-of-work 
contract player. He was 
on the way down when he 
was doing Easy Rider. He 
was blackballed by Warner 
Bros, and they went down 
to New Orleans, shooting 
on 16mm and it was chaos. 
And out of that they revo¬ 
lutionized Hollywood. And 
after that? It’s a disillusion 
of their friendship. Fonda 
was kicked out of Hopper’s 
funeral. I thought it was 
pretty tragic. 

When you were inter¬ 
viewing people, how did 
people talk about Hopper? 

I imagine some were less 
keen on him than others. 

I found they were very 
open. They were almost 
confessionals. Hopper had 
just died and he was fresh 
in their minds. They sort 
of unburdened themselves 
with these stories. I got 
some really raw, really hon¬ 
est and thoughtful inter¬ 
views about Hopper.

Dick Cheney refers to him¬ 
self as the “most consequen¬ 
tial” vice-president in Amer¬ 
ican history, and a new, 
incredibly candid documen¬ 
tary titled The World Ac¬ 
cording to Dick Cheney by 
R.J. Cutler (The War Room, 
The September Issue) delves 
into just what those conse¬ 
quences might be — though 
Cheney quickly proves he’s 
not one for re-evaluation. 

After premiering the film 
at the Sundance Film Festi¬ 
val earlier this year, Cutler 
brings his portrait of the 
divisive political figure to 
Showtime. 

Was it difficult to set aside 
whatever opinions you 
might have had of Cheney 
to make this film? 

I mean, of course I have 
opinions about him. I have 
my politics, but this isn’t 


really a film about politics 
— from my perspective. I’ve 
made films about people 
whose politics I agree with 
and I’ve made films about 
people whose politics I 
don’t agree with. In this 
case, I’m exploring the man 
but I’m also telling his story 
from what I believe will be a 
rich and valuable historical 
perspective. I’m interested 
in Dick Cheney. I could not 
possibly care less about the 
politics of a documentary 
filmmaker. 

There was a lot of conjec¬ 
ture and hyperbole about 
Cheney while he was in 
office, especially in the 
second term. Was it diffi¬ 
cult to avoid that level of 
discourse? 

No, not really. It’s not at all 
difficult to avoid the level of 
discourse because I focused 
on serious-minded people 
who had examined his life 
and career and had written 
extensively about it. It’s an 
extremely prominent group

of both supporters and de¬ 
tractors in the film. 

You know, the emotion of 
the debate and the more ex¬ 
treme theories that Cheney’s 
detractors developed... listen, 
I understand why people are 
emotional about him. I my¬ 
self as a citizen share a lot of 
those emotions, but as a film¬ 
maker it’s veiy easy to separ¬ 
ate what’s emotional from 
what the evidence supports. 

What was the biggest sur¬ 
prise for you in your deal¬ 
ings with Cheney for this 
film? 

I think I was most struck by 
the manner in which he dis¬ 
cussed honour and duty, the 
fact that he felt that when 
put up against each other, 
there’s no question that 
duty trumps honour and 
that in fact the debate is a 
nonstarter. I was very struck 
by that. 

To me, representatives 
and soldiers who serve with 
honour, I’d understood that 
to be a defining character¬ 
istic of our country and the 
way we not only wish to be 
understood in the world but 
the way we choose to be 
understood in the world and 
the way that we choose to 
act. And when Cheney dis¬ 
missed honour as a value, 
I was really very struck by 
that.

What a difference four years 
have made. 

When the cast of The Big 
Bang Theory first appeared 
at PaleyFest in 2009, their 
sitcom wasn’t even among 
the top 40 rated shows in the 
United States. 

Last week’s first-run Big 
Bang episode topped the list 
in viewers most coveted by 
advertisers — those aged 18 
to 49 — and it was the second 
most-watched show overall 
(behind NCIS) with more 
than 20 million viewers. 

What made Bang so much 
bigger? Credit syndication. 
Reruns of the show have been 
almost impossible to avoid

since local stations and cable 
network TBS debuted them 
in September 2011 — intro¬ 
ducing the series and hook¬ 
ing millions of viewers who 
didn’t catch episodes the first 
times around on CBS. 

“You’re kind of forced to 
watch the show now,” joked 
one of the show’s stars Simon 
Heiberg Wednesday night on 
the PaleyFest arrivals line. 

From co-creators Chuck 
Lorre and Bill Prady (Dharma 
& Greg), The Big Bang Theoiy 
spins around two roommates, 
physicists Leonard Hofstadter 
(played by Johnny Galeclci) 
and Sheldon Cooper (Jim Par¬ 
sons), as well as their friends 
and colleagues, engineer 


Howard Wolowitz (Simon 
Heiberg) and astrophysicist 
Raj Koothrappali (Kunal Nay- 
yar). 

Parsons may play a genius, 
but he’s having a tough time 
getting his head around the 
show’s current success. 

“There’s something impos¬ 
sible to fathom about viewers 
and numbers and things like 
that,” Parsons explained. “I 
can barely picture 20 people 
in one room. If you want to 
say 17 or 18 million — well, 
you’ve lost me.” 

The Big Bang cast and 
crew were careful to with¬ 
hold any major upcoming 
plot developments, except 
for one, to be revealed in the 
first-run episode airing Thurs¬ 
day night: the discoveiy of a 
letter from Howard’s long- 
lost father. 

No other cast mem¬ 
bers or co-creator Lorre 
would go near discussions 
of the characters’ futures.

Girls. Writer/creator/ 
star/executive 
producer Lena 
Dunham polarizes 
audiences with honest 
storylines 


Girls executive producer 
Judd Apatow says he thinks a 


graphic sex scene in Sunday’s 
episode of the HBO series is 
drawing such strong reactions 
from critics because it deals 
with complicated emotions 
that aren’t often explored on 
TV. 

In the instalment of the 
Golden-Globe-winning dram- 
edy, about a group of 20-some- 
things in New York City, 
recovering alcoholic Adam 
(Adam Driver) has a dark sex¬ 


ual encounter with his girl¬ 
friend. 

The incident is one of sev¬ 
eral cringe-inducing moments 
in the episode, which also sees 
budding writer Hannah (series 
creator, director, producer and 
writer Lena Dunham) grap¬ 
pling with her deteriorating 
mental state. 

Girls is known for its frank 
and unvarnished portrayal of 
its characters’ lives and often 


elicits passionate reactions 
from viewers. 

But last Sunday’s episode— 
entitled On All Fours — seems 
to be particularly polarizing. 

An article posted Monday 
on The Hollywood Reporter 
website, for instance, read: 
Girls: Did Lena Dunham Go 
Too Far? 

Meanwhile, a laudatory 
article on Variety’s site de¬ 
clared: HBO’s Girls is Defiant 
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in the Best of Ways. 

“There’s complicated emo¬ 
tions and we’re talking about 
people trying to make connec¬ 
tions, and sexuality, and things 
that go right and wrong in 
sexuality,” Apatow said Tues¬ 
day in a telephone interview 
to promote next week’s DVD/ 
Blu-ray release of his comedy 
film This is 40. 

“There’s a deep explora¬ 
tion of serious mental issues 
that Hannah’s having, and I 
think it’s a really fascinating 
storyline we’re following that 
forces people to think about a 
lot of issues much deeper than 
they usually have to think 
about ... when they’re watch¬ 
ing escapist entertainment.” 

Apatow added he’s “veiy 
proud” of what Dunham has 
done with the show, which 
wraps its second season on 
Sunday with an episode the 
two wrote together. 

“I think the finale is fantas¬ 
tic,” he said. “I’m excited for 
people to see the conclusion of 


this stoiy she’s telling. 

“And some of it is shocking 
but you know, life is shocking, 
so we’re just showing certain 
comers of life that people 
don’t explore too often.” 

Apatow said he finds some 
criticisms of the series “inher¬ 
ently sexist.” 

“You don’t have to be that 
deep a thinker to understand 
that when a young, strong 
woman who’s comfortable 
with her sexuality presents her 
world view with confidence, it 
throws people,” he said. 

“But that’s fine. I think all 
these debates is one of the 
great purposes of the show. It’s 
making people think about all 
different aspects of entertain¬ 
ment and feminism and sexu¬ 
ality and what’s happening 
with young people today. 

“So to me, it’s all fantastic. 
I like that people brawl about 
it.” 

Girls has been renewed for

Jets’retum 
to Winnipeg 
spurred 
realignment: 
Bettman 


The Winnipeg Jets are 
officially moving west in 
what NHL commissioner 
Gary Bettman calls a “fan- 
friendly” realignment that 
was approved on Thurs¬ 
day by the league’s board 
of governors. 

“We’re veiy relieved, 
as much as we enjoyed 
those trips down south,” 
said Jets governor Mark 
Chipman. 

Other teams also get 
some of their wishes 
fulfilled and fans will not 
have to deal with as many 
time-zone issues to watch 
their home teams play 
away games. 

But Bettman said the 
driver for realignment 
was the relocation of the 
Atlanta Thrashers to Win¬ 
nipeg. 

“But for the relocation, 
this isn’t something we 
would have undertaken,” 
he said. 

The format features 
two eight-team divisions 
in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence and two seven-team 
divisions in the West. The 
Jets move into what is 
now known as Division 
B in the Western Con¬ 
ference, giving them a 
friendlier travel schedule 
than they currently have 
in the Southeast Division.

The Edmonton Oilers re¬ 
turned home from their 
nine-game, 17-day road trip 
buoyed by recent successes, 
relieved they’re still in the 
playoff hunt and confident 
that better days lie ahead. 

The Oilers won their final 
two games of the trip — in 
Chicago and Colorado — to 
salvage what could have been 
a disastrous journey. After 
earning three of a possible 
four points in the first two 
games, the Oilers lost five 
straight and back-to-back 
shutout losses in Detroit and 
Nashville left them on the 


verge of losing their season. 

“We looked defeated, the 
energy level was low, there 
was no battle,” captain Shawn 
Horcoff said Thursday of the 
team’s position after their 6-0 
loss in Nashville on March 8. 

So Horcoff, who returned 
to play two days later after 
missing 17 games with a hand 
injuiy, called a team meeting 
that cleared the air and may 
have saved the season. 

“It was the way we were 
playing, just the steady de¬ 
cline in our play and our 
mental situation,” Horcoff 


said of the reason for call¬ 
ing the team together before 
a 6-5 win in Chicago. “You 
don’t call those meetings 
all the time but at that time 
it was a pivotal point in our 
season. We needed to turn 
things around.” 

The back-to-back road vic¬ 
tories left Edmonton three 
points out of a playoff spot in 
the jammed-up Western Con¬ 
ference heading into Friday’s 
game against Detroit, the 
first of four Edmonton games 
at Rexall Place. 

“We’re alive again,” said 


Horcoff, who scored in both 
wins. “Going into Chicago we 
were as down and out as we 
have been in a long time. To 
respond with two wins, com¬ 
ing home three points out of 
the playoffs, leaves us with a 
lot of confidence.” 

General manager Steve 
Tambellini admitted Thurs¬ 
day he was concerned how 
the club would respond 
after their humbling losses 
in Detroit and Nashville, but 
he liked the way Horcoff re¬ 
turned and the leadership he 
showed. 

“I liked the fact he came 
back and showed terrific 
veteran leadership and our 
guys responded,” he said. 
“That desperation card can 
be played with this hockey 
club and that’s what we are, 
a desperate club.”
